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Man shot 
at and 
stabbed 
in attack 

A MAN was stabbed then 
shot at in a ‘distressing’ 
incident in a street where 
police had hours earlier 
been holding a ‘crime 
reduction’ roadshow. 

The terrifying attack hap¬ 
pened in Copenhagen Close 
on Monday, just hours after 
a police team had been giv¬ 
ing out crime prevention 
advice in the same spot. 

Officers from Bedfordshire 
Police were called back to 
the street at 7.45pm to 
reports of an altercation. 

Three men were sitting in a 
parked car when they were 
approached by a man. 

One of the men got out of 
the car and was stabbed, 
before the offender fled the 
scene. Shortly afterwards a 
man arrived on a moped 
and fired a gun at the three 
men before escaping. 
Fortunately no-one was hit 
by the gunfire. 

The man who was stabbed 
was taken to hospital but his 
injuries are not life-threat¬ 
ening. 

One resident said: “It’s 
pretty horrible to have this 
kind of thing happening on 
your doorstep.” 

Detective Inspector Andy 
Southam said: “I under¬ 
stand this is a distressing 
incident for the local com¬ 
munity. We have a number 
of resources dedicated to 
the investigation.”

A MAN has been sentenced to eight 
years in prison for causing the death 
of teenager Wanessa Lewandowska. 

Miss Lewandowska died when a sil¬ 
ver Volkswagen Golf, in which she was 
a passenger, crashed into a building in 
High Town Road, Luton, at around 
10.20pm on August 9, while the car was 
being followed by police officers. 

A court heard that 15-year-old Miss,,' 
Lewandowska and another passenger 
were screaming at the driver, Michael 
Fludgate, to slow down or stop. 

But he ignored their pleas and 
reached speeds of 80 mph in a 20 mph^ 
area, taking off when he hit a speed « 
hump and crashing into a TV repair 
shop. 

Fludgate was seriously injured and • 
airlifted to hospital and a 24-year-old • 
man in the front fled the car, but later • 
went to police. 

Fludgate, 20, pleaded guilty to caus* 
ing death by dangerous driving, caus« 
ing death while uninsured and caus¬ 
ing death while unlicenced. 

He pleaded guilty to the offences at 
the earliest opportunity, and was sen¬ 
tenced to eight years custody, banned 
from driving for four years after his 
release and will have to take an extend¬ 
ed driving test. 

Judge Richard Foster said: “You 
ignored the blue lights, and you disre¬ 
garded your passengers screaming at 
you to slow down. Sadly Wanessa was 
killed. Nothing this court can say or do 
can bring back her life.” 

Following the crash, the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission set up 
an inquiry which continues.

Inmate jailed for 
attempted rape

A JAIL has been 
described as a ‘good 
example of everything 
that is wrong with the 
prison system’ after a 
report revealed failings 
across the board. 

Chief inspector of 
prisons, Peter Clarke, 
called HMP Bedford 
‘disappointing’ after 
publishing the report of 
an unannounced 
inspection this week. 

At its previous 
inspection in 2014, 
inspectors made 72 
recommendations and 
this time found only 12 
had been achieved. 

Inspectors were 
concerned to discover a 
number a failings 
including a rise in 
self-harm and 
self-inflicted deaths and 
the free availability of 
drugs. They also found 
the condition of the 
prison was poor, with 
cramped conditions. The 
prison, designed to hold 
322 prisoners, was 
found to be vastly over 
capacity with 493 
inmates. 

Frances Crook, chief 
executive of the Howard 
League for Penal 
Reform, said of the find¬ 
ings: “The great reform¬ 
er, John Howard, was so 
shocked by what he saw 
inside Bedford prison in 
the 1770s that he 
embarked on a personal 
quest to improve condi¬ 
tions in jails across the 
country and beyond. 

“This report reveals 
that, almost 250 years 
later, Bedford prison is 
still failing prisoners and 
still failing the public.” 


A MAN has been sentenced 
to an extra five-and-a-half 
years in jail for the attempt¬ 
ed rape of a fellow prisoner 
- who was then told by other 
inmates he ‘deserved it’ 
because of how he dressed. 

Orrin Lindsey, 26, of Luton, 
was serving a jail sentence 
for burglary when he 
attempted to force a fellow 
prisoner in.to give him oral 
sex at HMP Bedford on 
January 10 earlier this year. 

Lindsey took hold of the 
man, pulled him into his cell 
and shut the door, Luton 
Crown Court was told. 

He was jailed on 
Wednesday after pleading 
guilty on what would have 
been the first day of his trial, 
and the court heard a state¬ 
ment from the victim on the 
impact it had had on him. 

The victim said: “I’m no 
longer my bubbly self and I 
don’t feel like the same 
person anymore. Because of 
the way I dress, other 
inmates are saying that I 
deserved it. 

“I’ve always dressed the 
same and nothing like this 
has happened before. I don’t 
think the way I dress should 
make anyone want to hurt 
me, it’s not an excuse. 

“The person has pleaded 
guilty, so it is a really big 
relief that I’ve been believed 
and that it wasn’t my fault.” 

Prosecutor Corrine 
Bramwell said the man 
resisted as Lindsey grabbed 
the back of his neck and told 
him to open his mouth. 

Another prisoner alerted 
staff and a prison officer 


entered the cell. 

Lindsey was arrested and 
made no comment to police 
questions. 

The victim suffered 
reddening to his throat. 

Defending, James Wing 
said it was two years since 
Lindsey had a girlfriend, 
adding: “He was in an 
isolated and solitary 
condition and his thoughts 
were confused.” 

Judge Michael Kay QC said 
that although it was an 
isolated incident it was ‘a 
very serious matter’. 
Following the verdict 


Detective Constable Jamal 
Hassan, of Bedfordshire 
Police, said: “This was an 
excellent result and I’m 
pleased that Lindsey will be 
made to pay the price for his 
abhorrent actions. 

“No-one should ever have 
to put up with being sexually 
assaulted and the emotional 
torture that this type of 
incident causes. I’m hoping 
that the strong sentence 
issued by the judge today 
will deter others from think¬ 
ing this type of 
behaviour is ever 
acceptable.”

Rebrand is ‘just a 
waste of money’

A COUNCIL rebrand has 
been called ‘a waste of 
money' by the leader of the 
Conservative group. 

Luton Borough Council and 
several other partners have 
rolled out a new ‘brand’ for 
the town, which has involved 
the council changing its logo 
to match the new branding. 

But the cost of the rebrand, 
which will include updating 
headed paper, stationery, 
uniforms and signage, will be 
between £7-10,000. 

And the move was not 
welcomed by Councillor 
Michael Garrett, the leader of 
the Conservative group. 

He told Luton on Sunday: 
“What’s it going to achieve? I

don’t think it’s a wise use of 
funds. I’m not happy spend¬ 
ing that sort of money when 
we have budget cuts and 
problems that need to be 
solved like littering.” 

One council worker, who 
did not wish to be named, 
added: “We have just come 
out of a moratorium on all 
spending yet we can do this? 

“My department have to 
order new headed paper, 
which will cost us about £250 
for 10,000 sheets. The council 


talks a lot about cost saving 
but in my experience doesn’t 
act on its own advice.” 

The council said the new 
brand will ‘reflect the excit¬ 
ing future that lies ahead’ for 
Luton. It added that no money 
had been spent on the design 
of the brand, which was done 
in house by council staff. 

A spokesman added: “We 
are currently updating our 
back-office systems and 
templates with the brand. 

“£7,000 has been spent on 
replacing some priority high 
impact items and we are still 
identifying others. 

“The majority of remaining 
items will take place over a 
longer period when there is a 
natural need to do so - such 
as when stationery runs out 
or signage needs updating.”

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Three flee scene 
as car hits home

NEIGHBOURS have - 

described the moment a car 
careered out of control and 
smashed into a house - 
taking out a garden wall and 
sending the porch cladding 
flying. 

Witnesses to the destruc¬ 
tion in Riddy Lane on 
Tuesday claimed three men 
fled the vehicle - a blue 
Renault Clio - after the crash, 
leaving the occupant of the 
house hugely distressed as 
she emerged ‘crying’ from 
inside. 

Emergency services includ¬ 
ing firefighters and police 
officers were called to the 
home on Tuesday afternoon 
just after midday. 

Neighbours told Luton on 
Sunday how the car Tost con¬ 
trol’ as it headed down Riddy 
Lane - a 20mph zone - before 
careering into the home at 
the junction with Broughton 
Avenue at high speed. 

One witness said: “We were 
inside and heard a big bang. 

“Everybody came out of 
their homes onto the road, 
and we saw the car had gone 
into the front door, but there 
was no-one there. 


“It’s a shame. They are a 
really lovely family, really 
nice people. The daughter 
was inside the house when it 
happened and she came run¬ 
ning out of the back door cry¬ 
ing really loudly. All the 
neighbours tried to comfort 
her. 

“It’s worrying because 
these young kids lost control, 
when people drive like mad 
they don’t care. They could 
easily have hit a pedestrian.” 

The home was still 
cordoned off by fire tape 


days after the incident. 

Witnesses reported one 
white man running off in the 
direction of the park, while 
two black men ran away up 
Broughton Avenue. They 
were thought to be teenagers. 

A spokeswoman for Bed¬ 
fordshire Police added: 
“Three men are reported to 
have been seen getting out of 
the car and running away. 

“No-one was injured in the 
incident. Police are investi¬ 
gating and any witnesses are 
being asked to call 101.”

BLOGGER of the WEEK: 

Tom Maunders 


Working at Whipsnade 


This week’s blog comes from 
Tom Maunders, a trainee 
keeper at Whipsnade Zoo, who 
gives an insight on his role 
behind the scenes at the zoo, 
where he is tasked with look¬ 
ing after a range of reptiles, 
amphibians, invertebrates, fish 
and small mammals. 



AS a trainee keeper on the 
‘ectotherms’ section at ZSL 
Whipsnade Zoo I am respon¬ 
sible for the care of various 
types of reptiles, amphibi¬ 
ans, invertebrates, fish and 
small mammals. 

My daily routine starts at 
8am when I will walk around 
all the animal enclosures 
and check that all animals 
are accounted for and look 
healthy. 

At this point I am also 
checking the temperatures 
are correct for the animals’ 
enclosures; tropical 
species such as 
the endangered 
spiny turtles 
require a 
temperature of 
around I 

20-30c in 
their exhibit. 

After my 

observations are _ 

done it is time to start 
preparing breakfast for the 
animals, typically the break¬ 
fast menus will include 
orange peel for our ants, 
fruit flies for our colony of 
poison dart frogs and chunks 
of meat for our group of 
dwarf mongoose. 

Once breakfast has been 
prepared and the animals 
have been fed, it’s time to 
start cleaning the 
enclosures. I need to make 
sure they are all clean and 
ready to be opened to the 
public by the time the zoo 
opens at 10am. 

Once we’re open I start my 
other tasks, these may 
include counting our 
extremely rare partula snails, 
which are part of a vital ZSL 
conservation programme. I 
also need to weigh our 


collection of turtles and 
tortoises once a week and 
this allows me to monitor 
their well-being. 

Around midday is when I 
begin training with some of 
the animals I care for, such 
as saki monkeys, Geoffrey’s 
marmosets, dwarf 
mongoose and snapping 
turtles. 

Training with our 
Geoffrey’s marmosets may 
involve, for example, crate 
training, which is done so 
we can easily monitor their 
health and make sure 
any trips to the 
k vets are as 
* stress free as 
possible. 

Later on I will 
begin prepar¬ 
ing the 

animal’s after- 
^ noon feeds 
~ which can include 
salads, steamed vege¬ 
tables, cat biscuits, various 
insects and even brine 
shrimp and bloodworm. 

As the day starts to draw 
to an end we need to ensure 
any observations we have 
made about our animals are 
logged on a computerised 
record keeping system, this 
is a very important part of 
our job because it allows us 
to closely monitor our 
animals through the use of 
graphs and historical data. 

Just before the zoo closes 
we need to make sure that 
all animals are heading to 
their beds ready for another 
fun-filled day tomorrow. 

When working with 
animals the one thing you 
can always guarantee is that 
no two days will be the 
same.

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Derelict nightclub 
damaged in blaze

DOZENS of firefighters 
fought back the flames at a 
derelict former nightclub. 

Six fire engines raced to 
save the building in Upper 
George Street, Luton, after 
members of the public alert¬ 
ed Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service to the blaze 
just after 10.30am on Monday 
morning. 

A spokeswoman for the 
service said the fire was 


‘serious’ but that no-one was 
injured. 

She added: “It was a small 
fire, which caused lots of 
smoke, which we quicky put 
out, arriving just eight 
minutes after the first call.” 

The fire broke out on the 
first floor of the two-storey 
building, number 27, which 
also has a basement. 

Six pumps were in use at the 
height of the blaze, as well as 
an aerial platform allowing 
firefighters to reach the first 
floor. 


The Incident Support Unit 
was also in attendance and 
firefighters used breathing 
apparatus, four hosereel jets 
and two covering jets to 
battle the flames. 

A spokeswoman for 
Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said: “Bedfordshire 
Fire and Rescue Service are 
attending a serious fire at a 
derelict building at 27 Upper 
George St, Luton. 

“Six pumps, aerial platform 
and the command unit 
attended the scene.”

Virtual courts to 
save police time

POLICE custody suites will 
now be fitted with Virtual 
courts’ allowing more court 
cases to be heard by video. 

It is a move which 
Bedfordshire Police says will 
save valuable time and money 
for frontline officers in Luton. 

The change was agreed 
jointly on Wednesday with 
the Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire police forces 
- and ratified by all three 
Police and Crime 


Commissioners (PCCs). It 
will allow defendants to 
attend their first Magistrates’ 
Court hearing via a video 
link, while police officers 
could make court applica¬ 
tions from their base, reduc¬ 
ing the time spent travelling 
and waiting at court. 

The force says this time can 
be ‘re-invested into frontline 
policing and protecting local 
communities’. 

It is also hoped the scheme 
will help increase the number 
of early guilty pleas. 

In Hertfordshire, where 


virtual courts were intro¬ 
duced in 2012, the number of 
early guilty pleas has 
increased in cases where the 
new technology was used. 

Bedfordshire PCC Kathryn 
Holloway said: “This will save 
both time and money - offic¬ 
ers and witnesses will be able 
to give evidence remotely.” 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Mike Colbwourne added: 
“This is an exciting develop¬ 
ment which will allow us to 
give an improved service to, 
and swifter justice for, 
victims of crime.”

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Robots have new 
home at Amazon

ROBOTS are helping 
Amazon workers send out 
parcels quicker than ever 
before at a warehouse that 
has created hundreds of 
jobs. 

The site, in Boscombe Road, 
Dunstable, now employs 
more than 1,500 people in 
permanent positions after 
opening last autumn and 
shipping its first order in 
October 2015. 

This week it was officially 
opened by South West 
Bedfordshire MP Andrew 
Selous, who was shown the 
new robot technology at the 
warehouse which helps staff 
process and then post pack¬ 
ages which have been ordered 
from the retail giant. 

The robots slide under a 
tower of shelves where prod¬ 
ucts are stowed, lift it and 
move it through the building, 
reducing walking time by 
moving the shelves to 
employees, and also allowing 
for 50 per cent more items to 
be stowed per square foot. 

Mr Selous even managed to 
name one of the robots after 
his pet dog Toby. 


He said: “It is incredibly 
exciting to have a global 
company like Amazon in 
Dunstable using cutting edge 
technology and I am delight¬ 
ed that Amazon has created 
more than 1,500 jobs in the 
heart of Dunstable.” 

It’s yet another boost for the 
town. Last week Luton on 
Sunday reported how new 
shops were being opened at 
White Lion Retail Centre, 
while the town centre is also 
set to see investment with a 


new splash park and cafe 
among several planned 
schemes. 

Councillor Nigel Young, 
executive member for regen¬ 
eration at Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said 
the centre was good news for 
the county. He added: “We 
have taken steps to make it a 
desirable place for major 
employers to invest, so 
Amazon opening a fulfilment 
centre in Dunstable is a real 
success story.”

BENTLEY Motors has announced 
details of the first diesel model in 
the iconic British brand’s history, 
the Bentayga Diesel, which it 
claims is the fastest SUV in 
the world. 

The Bentayga Diesel hits a 
top speed of 168mph and can 
accelerate from 0-60mph in just 
4.6 seconds. 


At the heart of the world’s fastest 
and most powerful luxury diesel 
SUV is an all-new, technologically 
advanced, triple-charged, 4.0-litre, 
32-valve V8 engine developing 
429bhp. 

New technology gives the 
Bentayga Diesel the lowest 
C02 emissions of any Bentley, 
as well as a range of over 621 
miles - allowing owners to, for 
example, drive from London to 
Verbier, Bordeaux or the Scottish 


Highlands on a single tank.

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Nissan Juke Nismo RS 

BY PATRICK JAMES 

THE Nissan Juke, just like its stablemate the top¬ 
selling Qashqai, has been something of a surprise 
package with runaway sales in the booming 
crossover market. 

Nissan says the Juke has attracted a huge number 
of buyers who are new to the brand. As much as 
82 per cent of sales have been to first-time Nissan 
owners. 

It’s look is very much in the eye of the beholder with 
some not at all keen on the frog-eyed look, but in 
the main the individual, off-beat design has been 
well received. 

Despite being a compact crossover/SUV, Nissan 
has succumbed to temptation to produce 
muscled-up version with the Nismo RS. 

Now the latest version of the firecrackers has had 
its power tweaked by 18ps, to a powerful 218ps 
which delivers blistering performance. 

The 1.6 petrol engine powers the car from 
0-60mph in just seven seconds, proper hot hatch 
performance, although with its high stance and not- 
very-dynamic shape, it does no really look like a hot 
hatch. 

Admittedly, the look is enhanced with red brake 
calipers and discreet ‘RS’ badging on the front and 
rear. In addition it adds rear spoiler, lower front and 
rear bumpers, wider wings and sill side skirts, plus 
a dark chrome ‘V-motion’ grille. 

Other sporting touches include red door mirror 
caps, new LED daytime running lights and eye¬ 
catching"! 8-inch alloy wheels. 

The sporty look and performance is topped off 
with a retuned exhaust system providing a sportier 
engine note thanks to a large diameter exhaust 
silencer. 

Inside, the RS logo appears in the rev counter while 
a distinctive suede wrap covers the instrument 
binnacle. The interior is finished in grey cloth trim, 
with black headliner. Four adults are seated in 
comfort and headroom is surprisingly good. 

The crossover offers also smartphone connectivity 
with access to a variety of apps ranging from 
social media platforms to entertainment - including 
internet radio - through a large, 5.8-inch colour 
touchscreen on the dashboard which also controls 


other major functions. It also doubles as a monitor 
for the newest version of Nissan’s Around View 
Monitor which gives a complete real-time 360 
degree ‘helicopter’ view around the car to make 
manoeuvring as safe and easy as possible. 
Handling is bound to be compromised when 
compared to a standard hot hatch, but a 
strengthened body structure, bigger brakes, 
revised spring and damper settings and limited 
slip differential as standard on the two wheel drive 
version means you are hard pressed to detect the 
difference. 

In fact the slightly elevated ride height is helpful 
for all round vision when racing around bends. 
Otherwise, it feel composed and docile when 
pottering around town. 

Economy is not bad either with 39.2mpg claimed 
and relatively decent carbon emissions of 168g/ 
km, although fuel economy is probably not a major 
factor however for buyers of this model. 
Performance is dynamic and it is a great ride, aided 
by responsive steering, while the form-fitting sports 
seats keep you firmly in place. 

But this is still a crossover and practicality still 
counts. The shape of the boot has increased in 
two-wheel drive models by 40 per cent, taking the 
overall capacity to 354 litres. The flat folding rear 
seat and a two stage floor in the boot also also 
allows for the carriage of larger objects. 

Safety equipment is comprehensive and includes 
Nissan Safety Shield which includes lane departure 
warning, blind spot warning, moving object 
detection as well as sensors, all round airbags and 
stability control.

THIS is the first four-seat V8 turbo-charged Prancing Horse 
which is about to be unveiled at the Paris Motor Show. 

The Ferrari GTC4Lusso T is powered by a 3.9-litre V8 turbo and 
is the latest evolution to emerge from the engine family that was 
nominated the 2016 International Engine of the Year. 

Its maximum power output is 610bhp at 7,500 rpm while 
maximum torque of 760Nm is available at between 3,000 and

Light is shone on murky dealings 



BROUGHT DOWN: Sam Allardyce’s brief tenure as England manager ended in light of the allegations 


DEPENDING on your per¬ 
spective, this has either been 
a week where football has 
had its reputation dragged 
through the mud or one that 
has finally seen it brought to 
task. 

The sheer scale of revela¬ 
tions to come out of the Daily 
Telegraph’s investigation into 
corruption in English football 
means it has become much 
more than simply bringing 
the downfall of Sam 
Allardyce. 

The England national team, 
and the Football Association 
in extension, has previous in 
imploding when it comes to 
its managers - the manner of 
Glenn Hoddle and Fabio 
Capello’s departures spring to 
mind. 

We even had one manager 
resign in the gents in the 
aftermath of a game, but the 
situation with Allardyce real¬ 
ly is unprecedented - and it 
turned out to be the tip of the 
iceberg. 

Let’s look past the man’s 
greed and the way he told 
undercover reporters ways of 
circumventing his then- 
employers’ rules about the 
banning of third party own¬ 
erships of players. That’s been 



covered to death. 

Certainly what has followed 
has put to bed any notion this 
was a devious media ploy to 
bring down a high-profile fig¬ 
ure via ‘entrapment’ (a term 
risibly used by Allardyce). 

The allegations since of 
Premier League managers 
accepting bungs and the rev¬ 
elations that this sort of prac¬ 
tise has permeated down into 
the lower levels of the game in 
this country has confirmed 
what the Telegraph is doing is 
much bigger than that. 

What it has done is shine a 
light on the murky dealings in 
football that many always 
suspected took place and 
shown that it has been 
allowed to become a law unto 
itself. 

It’s encouraging that the FA 
have already shown interest 
in discussing the Telegraph’s 


findings with the paper itself 
and with the police. I’m sure I 
wasn’t the only one expecting 
them to put their hands over 
their ears. 

For their own credibility 
(stop laughing at the back), 
this was the only decision the 


governing body, which has 
been vociferous in its criti¬ 
cism of the rotten culture at 
FIFA, could take. 

They certainly seem more 
willing to get their own house 
in order, rather than sweep 
the allegations under the car¬ 


pet, as FIFA tried to with the 
Sunday Times’ allegations of 
corruption in the awarding of 
the 2018 and 2022 World Cups. 

Should it lead to English 
football cleaning up its act, it 
will reward one of the most 
impressive examples of jour¬ 


nalism we’ve seen ah year. 

Just before Allardyce fell on 
his sword to bring his 67-day 
reign to an abrupt end, BT 
Sport presenter Jake 
Humphrey pompously tweet¬ 
ed that he had been “undone 
by a trio of greed, naivety and 
our poisonous press.” 

The level of ire he drew from 
journalists, who hate little 
more than broadcasters 
blaming ‘the media’, made 
him realise how ignorant he 
had sounded and re-worded 
his tweet to “ruthless.” 

That was better, but a more 
fitting word for it is brilliant. 

There’s been some bleating 
about the clandestine meth¬ 
od they used to unearth the 
level of corruption blighting 
the sport, but how else were 
they supposed to get the 
information they needed? 

Those implicated may have 
been naive in being caught by 
this sting, but they were hard¬ 
ly going to give a Frost/Nixon 
moment in a sit-down inter¬ 
view. 

Instead of people who know 
nothing about the industry 
turning their nose up in the 
Telegraph’s methods, how 
about giving them the 
applause they deserve?

DANNY Hylton scored on his 
return from suspension as Luton 
drew 1-1 at Cheltenham and 
admitted he’d let himself down 
with last week’s red card but said 
the new dissent rules are going a 
“little bit” too far. 

In the 3-1 win against Doncaster, 
the striker was shown a second 
yellow card for throwing a litter 
picker he’d found after being bun¬ 
dled into advertising hoardings. 

That meant he missed the mid¬ 
week draw at Hartlepool but he 
returned to score his sixth of the 
season at Whaddon Road, before 
the Robins pegged the Hatters 
back. 

On last weekend’s incident, 
Hylton said: “I found a litter picker 
from somewhere and I’ve thrown 
it at the floor. The linesman said I 
threw it at him but I don’t quite 
know how he came to that conclu¬ 
sion, but he did. It was silly on my 
part. 

“It’s a bit like a naughty little kid, 
really. You throw your toy on the 
floor and get in trouble with your 
dad. Although it was a harsh yel¬ 
low card, it was silly and I think 
it’s always going to be a yellow 


card now.” 

Asked if the new rules - which 
have seen referees take a tougher 
stance on dissent - are now too 
harsh, the forward said: “A little 
bit. It’s a man’s game. If you can’t 
show a bit of frustration or lose 
your temper a little bit, in the right 
way - I didn’t run up and hit any¬ 
one, did I? - I just threw some¬ 
thing at the floor. It’s not the best 
and maybe it’s going a little too 
far, but those are the rules and 
you’ve got to deal with them.” 

While Hylton admitted his 
wrongdoing, he also declared that 
he won’t let the incident or a loom¬ 
ing second suspension - if he is 
cautioned for a fifth time this 
term - affect his game. 

“I let myself down last week. I let 
the team, the gaffer, everyone 
down. It’s silly. I’ll learn from it 
and it won’t happen again. I’ll just 
try to let the football do the talk¬ 
ing,” he said, adding: “I know I’m 
on a fine line. One more booking 
and I’ll be banned again but it 
won’t change me.” 

On his goal - a wonderful solo 
effort - Hylton said: “It’s always 
nice to score. I try to score in every 
game I play. It was nice to give the 
team a lead. We’d maybe been 
under the cosh a bit but I thought 
we could go on from there. It 
wasn’t to be.”

LUTON came away from 
Cheltenham with a point but a 
sense of frustration as, in a town 
more synonymous with the gee- 
gees, they just weren’t at the races. 

A masked and deadly, Danny 
Hylton gave the Robins the Dick 
Turpin treatment, with his wonder¬ 
ful 52nd minute solo effort. Highway 
robbery, as that was the Hatters’ first 
shot on target. They managed just 
two more. 

While that was a lesson in ruthless¬ 
ness, it was not matched by the 
defence. Scott Cuthbert conceded a 
soft corner and the Robins were 
allowed two stabs at a leveller. First 
Danny Wright had an effort cleared 
off the line, but Daniel 
O’Shaughnessy - who’d had his 
blood twisted by Hylton for Luton’s 
goal - redeemed himself to thump in 
the rebound. 

It was a seventh straight game 
without the clean sheet that manag¬ 
er Nathan Jones had called for in the 
week. 

That they only conceded the one, 
was the real success as they were 
outplayed and bombarded aerially 
throughout but found the Robins 
short of killer instinct in a case of the 
league table lying - with Luton 
beginning the day in second and the 
Robins second from bottom. At the 


end of it, the visitors slipped down to 
fourth in the League Two. 

“ [I’m] a little bit frustrated in terms 
of how we played, but credit to 
Cheltenham, they stifled us, they 
put us under pressure, especially 
from any dead ball situation,” Jones 
said, adding: “We knew we had to be 
better in the second half, we got the 
goal and then we’re disappointed to 
concede from a set play. We’ve ear¬ 


marked that because 54 per cent of 
their goals have come from set plays. 
Now, that’s probably slightly high¬ 
er.” 

Hylton was one of three Hatters 
changes, returning from suspen¬ 
sion, while Jordan Cook and 
Cuthbert were restored to the start¬ 
ing line-up after injury forced them 
off against Doncaster last weekend. 

They found themselves on the back 


foot from the off and, barring the 
opener and the odd counter, there 
they stayed. 

They had to wait until midway 
through the first period for a sniff 
and when James Justin’s deflected 
cross looped up Hylton could only 
poke wide a difficult opportunity. 

For all the hosts’ height advantage, 
the Hatters had numerous let-offs. 
O’Shaughnessy should have put 


Cheltenham ahead early on but 
Luton as should Wright but both 
headers failed to hit the target. 

Then, out of nothing, Hylton 
bagged his sixth of the season - and 
he need only slap himself on the 
back in praise. After a give-and-go 
with Justin the striker then turned 
O’Shaughnessy out wide, burst into 
the box, rounded keeper Russell 
Griffiths and then thumped into an 
empty net. 

It could have been smash-and-grab 
with bells on had Cameron 
McGeehan been a couple of inches 
more precise, five minutes later, 
from a well-worked free-kick routine 
that saw Jack Marriott dummy 
Cook’s set piece to set the midfielder 
up. 

Instead, frustration loomed large 
when Cuthbert - excellent through¬ 
out in his repellence of Cheltenham 
- conceded a needless corner. 
O’Shaughnessy supplied the sicken¬ 
ing blow. 

There were a few nervous moments 
then as Cheltenham’s Hall seemed 
determined to score against his old 
side, with one poked effort requiring 
ever measure of Christian Walton’s 
6ft 5ins frame to tip wide. 

And though McGeehan and Oily 
Lee both hit the target in the closing 
stages, with Griffith fumbling the 
former, Luton never really threat¬ 
ened any late drama, which was 
emphasised when midfielder 
Jonathan Smith replaced Marriott to 
make his 150th appearance for the 
club and help shore things up for a 
point with 15 minutes to go. There 
was no photo finish required, but 
this was hardly Gold Cup standard.
